Yes, A.R.C. was born of RFL (Radio Frequency Laboratories). I have 
that whole story pretty well firmed up. RFL was a small think-tank 
founded in 1922 or 23 to do research and design, not manufacturing. 
Stuart Ballentine, Edward Weston, Hull, Seabury, etc. were the founders. 
Hull and Ballentine later became successive presidents of IEEE. They 
were the Bill Gates (but not with his money) of early radio. It was NOT 
military. Designed the first successful car radios, entertainment 
radios, etc. Grigsby-Grunow, Stromberg-Carlson and others did the 
manufacturing. 

RFL had the top people and a good reputation. Doolittle turned to 
RFL to build the receiving equipment he used in the first blind landing 
in 1929. They built gear for the early air lines. I think that led to 
the early Air Corps people including Arnold getting to know RFL. The top 
Army pilots would fly up to Boonton for a weekend with their buddies 
there. RFL designed a military version of the Model D receiver that 
became the RU (as in the Battle Force memo I put up last week). 


I think the Air Mail fiasco led to A.R.C.'s formation. RFL was 
merged into A.R.C. in 1935. I can sort out the corporate relationships, 
I believe. RFL existed as a name up to about 1938.

You have some information on the early stuff that I do not have. I 
am not sure of exactly the history of the SCR-183, but certainly A.R.C. 
and Western Electric were builders from time to time. I do not think 
A.R.C. built it from their own design. It may have been either a Wright 
Field (Signal Corps Aircraft Radio Laboratory) design, or, less likely, 
Fort Monmouth. Maybe Mike Feher, who has access to Monmouth, can tell 
us. 

I do not have Craven & Cate's AF history, which I think deals with 
some of that.

I believe the SCR-133, 134, 135 and 136 were all designed by the 

Army Signal Corps Aircraft Radio Laboratory, at McCook Field (Dayton) 
and put 
out for bids. I think the same goes for the SCR-183. Because of patents, 
Armstrong's superhetrodyne circuit was not available to the Army. The 
patents did not expire until 1931. 

The official Signal Corps history is not very clear on the early 
aircraft equipment nor on what generated various types.
